Subject:  1915(c) Home and Community-Based Waiver Amendments   

 
The South Carolina Department of Health and Human Services (SCDHHS) gives notice that it intends to file 

waiver amendments with the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS) for the following 1915 

(c) waivers operated through the Office of Waiver and Facility Services: HIV-AIDS (SC.0186), Community 

Choices (SC.0405), Mechanical Ventilator Dependent (SC.40181), and Medically Complex Children 

(SC.0675). The Intellectual Disability/Related Disabilities (ID/RD) (SC.0237) and Community Supports 

(SC.0676) waivers operated by the South Carolina Department of Disabilities and Special Needs (DDSN) 

will also be amended. The proposed effective date of these amendments is July 1, 2023.  

Changes included in the HIV-AIDS (SC.0186), Community Choices (SC.0405), Mechanical Ventilator 

Dependent (SC.40181), ID/RD (SC.0237), and Community Supports (SC.0676) waiver amendments are 

provided below:
